Clara Hamon Unmoved 
as Case Grinds On, But 


Wife of Magnate Sobs 
Openly. 


Ardmore, Okla., March 15.—The 
defense in the case of Clara Smith 
Hamon, charged with the murder 
of Jake L.,Hamon, Oklahoma oil 
man and railroad man. ané¢ politl- 
cian, surprised the state and the 
court late today by waiving its 
right of argument and asking im- 
mediate submission of the case to 
the jury after H. H. Brown, special 
prosecutor, had completed the open- 
ing argument for the prosecution. 
Court adjourned until tomrorow to 


fight} Sive the state time to look into the 


law, as the proceeding was unus- 
ual. The motion by the defense 
came after the state had declined 
to let the case go to the jury with- 
out argument anc after Judge 
Thomas W. Champion had given his 
instructions to the jury. 

The dramatic close followed a day 
of comparative inaction. While a 
few hours in the morning sufficed 
for the examination of the half 
dozen witnesses in rebuttal! for the 
state and for argument on the ad- 
missibility of several letters writ- 
ten by Hamon to Clara Hamon, 
The court barred the communica- 


tions and recessed until midafter-, 


noon for the preparation of instruc- 
tions, which, under the Oklahoma 
law, mkhy precede the argument of 
counsel. 

Instructions to Jury. 

In its instructions the court de- 
fined the terms homicice and man- 
slaughter of the first and second 
degrees and pointed out that a dy- 
ing statement was subject to the 
ordinary rules for determining the 
credibility of witnesses and that 
the person making such dying state- 
ment must have given up hope of 
recovery. 

The jury was instructed that; if 
it brought a verdict of guilty of 
murder it should cesignate whether 
the punishment should be death or 
life imprisonment. 

The court went to considerable 
length to explain the law as to 
justifiable homicide, holding that 
the defendant, to be justified, must 
have convinced the jury that she 
believed she was in immineny dan- 
ger of losing her life or suffering 
great bodily harm and had useé all 
reasonable means apparent to a 
reasonable person under the ceir- 
cumstances to avoid the danger. 

Reasonable Doubt. 

The customary definition of rea- 
sonable doubt and direction to give 
the defendant the benefit of any 
reascnable doubt, concluded the in- 
structions. 

During the reading of the charge 
to the jury, Mrs. Jake L. Hamon, 
who sat in her usual seat opposite 
Clara Hamon, cried silently. She 
kept her eyes closed tightly and 
choked back sobs. Tears ran down 
her cheeks, 

Clara Hamon. sat beside her uncle, 
Ben Harrison, and was unmoved 
as Judge Champion read through 
the long charge. The court read

TRAP 10 MURDER 
BROWN IS THEORY 
OF INVESTIGATORS 


Henry Peterson, Hired 
Man at Cloma Thompson 
Farm, Being Held as 
Material Witness. 


WHISKY PLAYED PART, 
SAY DEKALB OFFICERS 


Claim That Alleged Slay- 


er and Woman in Case 


Had Never Been Legally 
Married. 


That Ernest Brown, the DeKalb 
county man shot and killed Tues- 
day night near his home at Wesley 
chapel, was lured into a trap set by 
Cloma Thompson and a woman who 
is believed to have posed as his 
wife, although not legally married 
to him, is the theory on which coun- 
ty officials are proceeding in their 
investigation. Thompson and the 
woman have disappeared. 

Jealousy, whisky~and an alleged 
vicious disposition are given by the 
officers as the combination of mo- 
tives which caused the shooting. 
Thompson is being sought by the | 
police. 

Henry Peterson, the hired man at 
the Thompson farm, is held as @ 
material witness. Sheriff McCurdy 
went to the farm to bring the man 
to Decatur. Peterson was not able 
to provide a bond to guarantee his 
appearance. 

Filed in Automobile. 

Thompson fled in an automobile 
with the woman who is said to 
have posed as his wife. The pair 
apparently separated near Salem. 
James Mitchell reported Wednesday 
that he had passed the woman walk- 
ing alone in the road at a time 
after the shooting, of which he bad 
not yet heard. She was crying and 
distracted, he said. 

Thompson's automobile punctured 
a tire near Salem, about an hour 
after the shooting. Thompson 
drove his car at a fast speed into 
the backyard of Lum Day and at- 
tempted to fix the tire. He was too 
nervous and excited, and finally 
drove on with the tire flat and the 
inner tube protruding from the. cas- 
ing. He forgot the jack, which Day 
later found in his yard. Seaching 
parties are believed to have passed 
the Day home while Thompson, the 
man they sought, was at the rear 
of the house repairing his tire. 

Thompson was drunk on Tuesday 
morning, less.than 12 hours before 
the shooting, aceording to county 
officers. He was s@en driving his 
automobile in a wild manner, and 
was under the influence of liquor, 
they say. He spent the day in At- 
lanta, returning home just before 
the shooting. 

Sent Brown Message. 

The woman who, it is claimed, 
posed as his wife gave two negro 
girls a dollar each to take a mes- 
sage to Brown, who was visiting 
a neighbor named House, it 1s said. 


When Brown received the message,

TRY TO SETTLE STRIKE. 

Fitzgerald, Ga., March 16.— 
Union labor employees of the At- 
lanta, Birmingham and Atlantic, 
ang prominent business men, en- 
tered a conference tonight for 
the purpose of trying to end the 
Strike on that road. It was the 
first day since the strike began 
that a train was successfully op- 
erated Out of this city, and this 
without a sign of disorder. Fol- 
lowing the meeting, it was an- 
nounced that the men were will- 
ing to work on a non-reduced 
Wage scale, pending a decision 
by the railroad labor board. This 
means that the men are stil] 
standing pat, it was announced. 


FOR U. S. COURT TODAY | 


Colonel B. lL. Bugg, receiver for 
the Atlanta, Birmingham and At- 
lantic railway, announced Wednes- 
day that train service on that line 
has almost reassumed a normal 
status despite the. strike of 1,500 
or more of the union employees of 
the line, who walked out nearly two 
weeks ago, practically paralyzing 
the train operations of the wad for 
apveral days. 

Not pnily has there been a marked 
improvement each day in the pas- 
senger train sé@rvice of the rail- 
road, but the freight movements 
have also been steadily increased, 


according to the operating officials, 


until they have reached within a 
small percentage of normal. 

The chief feature of Thursday 
will be the hearing of the wage. re- 
duction dispute that is scheduled 
for 9 o’clock this morning in the 
United, States court, before Judge 
Samuel H. Sibley, of the United 
Stateg district court, who appointed 
Colonel Bugg, the former president, 
as receiver; and who subsequently 
gave that official the authority to 
reduce the wage scale upon a pe- 
tition showing that the operating 
deficit of the company was rapidly 
dissipating the property of the rail- 
way. 

First Fitegerald Train. 

In line with the announcement 
of Colonel Bugg that train service 
on the A., B. & A. railway is stead- 
ily improving each day, comes a 
message from Fitzgerald, the storm- 
center of the strike, telling of the 
movement of the first train over 
the A., B. & A. tracks out of Fitz- 
gerald since the calling out of the 
train service employees March 5. 

This train. according to the mes- 
sage, No. 34, running between Fitz- 
gerald and Thomasville, left Fitz-

Lawyers in Clash. . 

Time and again W. ‘Paul Carpen- 
ter, Frank Hooper and PK. Burns, 
attorneys for the defense, and So- 
licitor General A. M. Brand. and 
William Schley Howard, assisting 
the prosecution, engaged tni wordy 
battles over testimony of witnesses. 
All evidence of the state wag vig- 
orously attacked by th defense, 
hand Mr. Carpenter was. frequently 
interrupted in his mgid cross ex- 
amination by the state’s objections 
to his manner of questioning. 

It was evident soon after the 
trial started, that the defense was 
attempting to prove Pirkle had not 
been drinking on the day of the 
tragedy, and that threatening talk 
on the part of a number of people 
gathered around the wrecked auto- 
mobile cauged him to leave’ the 
scene with Mrs. Cooper, the woman 
who had been with him in the car.

“Where were you on the evening 
of the accident, Miss Le Seine,” 
asked Solicitor General Brand when 
the young girl was placed on the 
stand. 

Was Playing “Tag.” 

“I was playing ‘tag* with several 
of the children on Second avenue, 
near the place where Madge and 
Louise were killed,” she answered. 
It was evident she was excited and 
frightened over her first experi- 
ence on the witness stand of a 
courthouse. 

“Did you see the car when it 
struck the little children?” asked 
the solicitor, after other prelimi- 
nary — 

“No. I saw it just before it hit 
them.: Jerry (one of the children) 
had fallen and I thought he was 
hurt. I looked back toward the 
drive when the car started to mak- 
ing a noise as it left the drive, 
running’ over the rocky place and 
then went over the curbing out- 
side the drive and finally hit the 
stump, where it stopped.” 

Identifies Photographs. 

The girl identified photographs of 
the scene of the accident and point- 
ed out the. places where,the two 
children were walking toward At- 
lanta when struck by the automo 
bile and where their bodies were 
later found. 

“They were bringing milk to our 
house,” she testified. “One of the 
children was on the edge of the 
drive and the other in the gulley. 
After the car had hit them, it came 
on until it hit the stump at 6ec- 
ond avenue. Mrs. Cooper had fallen 
out of the car. The man got out 
of the car and tried to pick up 
the woman, but he couldn't, and 
he walked across the drive to 4 
tree and stooped over. He stayed 
there a second or two and then 
came back.” 

“I went after some soft rags to

Crimson Danger Flag 
Waved by Solicitor

Atlanta’s citizenship, smug and 

\ own: security. sitting 
‘on a magazine’of TNT, with a light- 
ed fuse burning its way slowly and 
surely, yesterday saw Solicitor Gen- 
eral John A. Boykin wave the crim- 
son flag of danger. The warning 
left the citizenship trembling in the 
fear the peril that the prosecutor 
told: them is still insidiously ap- 
proaching it. It left them deter- 
mined not only to stamp out the, 
lighted fuse, but to destroy the 
magazine. 

It came about at the semi-month- 
ly luncheon of the forum of the 
chamber of commerce, Word hada 
gone out that the solicitor general 
had consented to speak on “Break- 
ing the Bunco Ring.” Atlanta had 
read for months in the daily papers 
of the solicitor’s expose of this ring; 
of the indictments against the ring- 
leaders; of the hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars mulcted from vic- 
tims brought to Atlanta from Penn- 
sylvania to Texds; of the present- 
ments of the grand jury urging that 
the heads of the Atlanta detective 
department be summarily dis- 
charged because of collusion with 
the swindlers, or incompetegce in 
checking their opegf@tions; of the ef- 
forts of the grand jurors and the 
solicitor general to keep politicians 
alleged to be allied with the swindle 
chiefs from being elected to places 
of power on the police board. 

Atlanta had taken little more 
than a passive interest. Atlanta 
leaders in the professions and indus- 
tries, commerce and finance, de- 
plored acondition under which these 
swindle operations were possfble, 
exactly as they deplored a condi- 
tion which permitted the succession 
of eafe-crackings at Christmastime, 
and the \wave of homicides which 
have marked the past week. 
“Fiddle. While 
Rome Burns.” 


But Wednesday this passive in- 
terest was changed to a red-hot, ag- 
gsressive determination that At- 
lanta’s citizenship must arise and 
iéld a wholesale house-cleaning in 
the police department.

-earried to a nearby resicence, he 
‘said, and hé went to the side of 
‘the other, placing her head upon 
‘a newspaper. 
Solicitor Brand called J. C. Em- 
mett, who resides on Second ave- 
nue, to the stané. The witness 
stated he boarded in a home one 
bl6éck away from the scene of the 
accident, and that he ran to the 
immediately afrer hearing 
the noise caused by the wrecking 
of the automobile. 

“The woman was on the ground, 
her feet under the car,” he said, 
In reply to questions by the state. 
“Pirkle was standing by the car, 
and appeared dazec.” 

“How far was the car from the 
niaces where the children wefe ly- 
ing?” asked Brand. 

“The car was about one hundred 
feet from one of the children and 
one hundred and ten from the cth- 
er. Both children were Outside the 
drive.” 

When Mr. Carpenter took up thé 
cross-examination, Emmett exvlain- 
ec that he did not see the .children 
at first, until he had helped Mrs. 
Cooper, with the assistance of Pir- 
kle. to Mrs. Johnson's home. 

Emmett then stated that Pirkle 
was bleeding, appeared to be in a 
dazed condition and that he could 
not get him to help carry Mra.

Questioned on Threats.

Track Driver Called. . 


Cleve Burnette, a negro truck 
driver, was the next witness called 
by the state. He declared Pirkte 
and the woman had passed him in 
a Ford at the railroad crossing 
about 300 feet from the scene: of 
the tragedy, traveling at a speed of 
30 or 35 miles an hour. 
Burnette said th ecar Increased 
its speed and was traveling at 
40 or 50 miles an hour when it 
struck the children. He said he 
was in sight of the car after it 
iat ipassed him until it was 
wrecked, 

Defense Makes Point. 
The defense scored In the cross 
examination of Burnette. Through 
the questioning of Carpenter, the 
negro gave a minute description of 
both occupants of the car as it 
passed his car at a speed of 30 or 
35 miles an hour, according to the 
latter’s judgment. Mrs. Cooper had | 
one arm around the back of the; 
seat, he said. and had on a dark 
coat, while Pirkle had on a black 
coat and was driving with both 
hands on the wheel. 
The driver’ glanced from the 
woman to the road ahead of him, 
he continued. 
Mr. Carpenter asked how it was 
possible for him to give such de- 
scription while the car was run- 
ning so rapidly. The negro ap- 
peared uncertain and then said he 
“got his description after the car 
had stopped.” 
“Did you see Mrs. Cooper thrown 
from the machine?’ Carpenter 
asked. 
“No, I didn’t see her.” . 
“Why didn’t you sge her? You 
said the car was in our sight all 
the time.” 
“T don’t know, sir,” ©the 
answered. 
“In fact you’ve forgotten your 
story, haven’t you?’ asked Carpen- 
ter.

Solicitor Objects. 

Solicitor Brand was on his feet 
immediately. 

“May it please your honor,” he 
said, “I wish to refute any infer- 
ence that some one has tampered

Carpenter asked the negro if 
Pirkle was !n the court. The, wit- 
ness glanced about the room sev- 
eral minutes and then said he was 
not present. Pirkle, however, was 
seated between Frank Hooper and 
his brother, L. F. Pirkle. He smiled 
when the negro failed to identify 
him. 

Emmett was recalled by the de- 
fense, and in answer to questions 
stated he “did not smell any whis- 
ky on Pirkle.” 

He said Pirkle could walk, and 
helped to carry Mrs. Cooper into the 
house. There was blood on the dazed 
man, he said. 

“Pirkle never left the car.” he de- 
clared. 
“Introduced Woman as Wife.” 

J. I. Wheeler, the next witness, 
testified that Pirkle had introduced 
Mrs, Cooper as his wife when the 
two visited the Hooper Alexander 
farm, which Pirkle’s father had 
rented, on the afternoon of the ac- 
cident. When the two were ready 
to return to Atlanta, Wheeler said 
he got in the car with them and 
rode to “the mouth of East Lake 
drive, where I was to catch my car.” 
In reply to the solicitor’s ques- 
tions, he said Pirkle “drove pretty 
rapidly, and I smelled liquor on his 
breath.” The defense objected to his 
testimony that he “rode faster than 
he had ever ridden in a Ford,” and 
that Pirkle had almost collided with 
another car. The objection was 
overruled, 

“Drove Too Fast.” 

“Pirkle drove too fast,’ he said, 
“and the road was very rough.” 

“Did you scream or ask Pirkle to 
Slow down?” asked Carpenter.

The witness admitted he had at- 
tempted to rent the Hooper Alex- 
ander farm, but the father of Pirkla 
had been rented the place by the 
owner.

clety.”

ENGLAND TO BECOME 
MIDDLEMAN FOR U. &. 


Washington, March 16.—England, 
through her trade agreement sign- 
ed with Russia, will become the 
middleman for American goods sent 
to Russia—and get most of the 
profit, says Senator France, Mary- 
land, leader of those republican 
forces favoring resumption’ of 
United States trade with Russia. 

France, who immediately will re- 
open his demands for ending Amer- 
ican trade aloofness in so far as 
Russia is concerned, expressed lit- 
tle surprise at the announcement 
in London Wednesday. 

“Great Britain,” he said in an 
interview with the United News, 
“has been shipping commodities into 
Russia for some time and taking 
Iwussian gold in exchange. Further- 
more, Great Britain has been pur- 
chasing certain commodities from 
the United States and shipping these 
into Russia, taking in return either 
fold or other products, such as Man- 
ganese ore, some of which ore has 
found its way to this country, 

“In other words, for some time, 
we have been doing business with 
Russia and will now continue—with 
Great Britain, as middle man, tak- 
ing profits on every transaction. 
In some instances Great Britain has 
purchased commodities from the 
United States on credit which she 
sold to Russia for gold.”

Leader Laments 
America’s Stand 
On Irish Problem 


Dublin, March 16.—(By the Asso- 
clated Press.)\—Eamonn. DeValera, 
leader of the republicans and presi- 
dent of the “Irish repwhblic,” gave 
@ personal interview today to the 
Associated Press correspondent. 
This is the first interview/*he has 
accorded to any néwspaper repre- 
sentative since his return from the 
United States to Ireland. 

In the course of the conversation, 
which lasted three-quarters of an 
hour. Mr. DeValera told of the im- 
pressions he had brought back from 
America, and remarked: 

“The saddest thing there to me 
was to see the Irish question treat- 
ed by so many people as if it were 
a religious wrangle. It is not a 
religious question, even in so far 
as the differences here between the 
north and south are concerned.” 

He spoke bitterly of the English 
government's “lack of principle and 
statesmanship.” “England,” he said, 
“is trying to win by playing on hu- 
man weakness. As a matter of fact, 
though it does not realize it, Eng- 
land is playing not on the weakest 
but the strongest quality of the 
Irish people—their spiritual quali- 
ty. The young men of Ireland are 
saying to themselves: ‘At best, the 
span of life is only seventy years. 
We must all die; so why not now 
in circumstances like these?’

On Charges of conspiring to rob the 
express company of merchandise 
valued at more than $1,000,000. 
When he took the stand this morn- 


-,ing Brinson resumed his testimony. 


mentioning names of other defend- 
ants, whom he accused of stealing 
and acting as “fences” in disposing 
of goods taken from express ship- 
ments at a score of different points 
in the gouth. 

Series of signals between those in 
the alleged conspiracy .and marks 
on goods being shipped from one 
point to another were outlined in 
detail by Brinson. His testimony 
included alleged conversatio be- 
tween defendants’ relative to the 
ramifications of the alleged plot. 

After Brinson finished testifying 
as to the formation of the alleged 
band charged with engaging in 
wholesale thefts from the express 


. company, he told how the alleged 
clique “got orders.” 


He testified that he went out 
among his acquaintances and solic- 
ited their business, which was the 
purchase of goods which he said he 
and his alleged confederates could 
obtain from express shipments. 

Tires Marketed, 

He testified to one instance 
where another member of the al- 
leged band obtained a market for 
automobile tires. He said that in 
this case his alleged confederates 
were notified and they put marks 
on “shipments of tires indicating 
that they were to be taken off the 
train and delivered to others, In 
the employ of the company, who 
were detailed to dispose of them. 
It was in this connection that he 
spoke of the marks and signals 
used. 

During the entire story Brinson 
spoke with an apparent lack of 
concern and finally testified under 
cross-examination that the only 
reason he had pleaded guilty was 
that members of his family had 
urgedehim “to come clean.

Washington, March 16.—The 
number of persons employed in the 
United States continued tg decrease 
during February, the department of 
labor's employment service an- 
nounced tonight in its monthly 
survey of the unemployed’. The 
decrease for last months as com- 
pared with January was estimated 
at 1 per cent. 

The percentage of employed 
showed the greatest increase in 
Chattanooga, Tenn., amounting to 
67.6 over January. 

The employment service made no 
attemnt tu estimate the size of the 
nation’s army of jobless workers, 
but its figures showed that 1,523 
firms, k cated in the 65 principal 
industrial centers of the country, 
had in tneir employ February 28 a 
tota! of 1,626.958 workers as com- 
pared with 1,643,253 on January 31. 
This was a net decrease of 16,295. 


South Atlantic States. 


Industrial depression continues in 
the South Atlantic distrfct, includ- 
ing Delaware, Maryland, District 
of Columbia, Virginia, West- Vir- 
ginia, North Carolina, South Caro- 
lina, Georgia and Florida, the re- 
port said. Unemployment in Vir- 
ginia cities has given the farm- 
ers of that state needed help with 
favorable results. Richmond, Dan- 
ville, Lynchburg and Roanoke re- 
ported unemployment in a number 
of trades. Many North -Carolina 
cotton mills have resumed opera- 
tions, but shipbuilding is slack. 
Charleston, S. C., ‘reported unem- 
ployment along the water front and 
among unskilled labor. Spartanburg 
reported little unemployment and at 
Greenville it is not serious, 

Atlanta, Savannah and Augusta 
reported serious unemployment. 
Jacksonville reported unemployment 
in the building trades, shipping, 
lu er and turpentine industries, 
but Sndications of relief were look- 
ed for. Key West reported unem- 
Nloyment in the cigar industry, and 
Pensacola is suffering from serious 
unemployment in the turpentine and 
by-products industry, shipbuilding 
and dock workers. Unemployment 
conditions at Tampa indicated about 
40 per cent of the building trades 
and other trades average from 10 to 
30 per cent.

Rail- 
road shops in Louisville have laid 
off’about 800 workmen. Memphis 
reported 7,000 unemployed. Chatta- 
nooga reported that less than.75 per 
cent of the normal number are em- 
ployed.

At Birming- 
ham railroad shops laid off many 
employees. Mobile reported build- 
ing trades as normal.

Washington, March 16.—Presi- 
dent Harding has asked his cabi-

It is more than likely that the 
president may reserve for a special 
message his recommendations on 
foreign policy. This has not yet 


been determined, but there is a 
Strong feeling among his advisors 
that the first mesS8age should be 
primarily a domestic one. 

Among the definite recommenda- 
tions to congress which Haraing 
will make and _ suggestions on 
which he asked of his cabinet are: 

A» prompt congressional survey, 
in which the department heads will 
co-operate, looking to reorganiza- 
tion of the government service.

Tax Schedules. 

Revision of tax schedules to per- 
mit of immediate repeal of the ex- 
cess profits provision of the tax 
law. 

Anti-dumping legislation which 
will at once protect American in- 
terests but will not raise an im- 
possible barrier against foreign 
products, importation of which is 
necessary to maintaining stable in- 
ternational economic conditions. 

A protective tariff law, ap- 
proached from the basis of econom- 
ics rather than political expediency. 

Provisions for strengthening and 
assuring the world-wide preemi- 
pence of the American merchant 
marine, including the giving of 
“everv reasonable preference to our 
own ships.” This will include rec- 
ommendations that the Panama ca- 
nal be tolls-free to ships under the 
American flag.

ADVISORY BOARD 
TO HELP HARDING 


in Preparing Administra-| 
tive Policies for Upbuild- 
ing Trade.

Washington, March 16.—An ad- 
visory commission of American 
business men, long advocated by 
leading financiers and economists, 
will soon be an established institu- 
tion at Washington, to aid in pre- 
paring the administration policies 
for upbuilding both domestic and 
foreign trade. 

The commission will act as a di- 
rect means of contact between busi- 
ness and industry of all kinds, on 
the one side, and the executive and 
legislative branches of the govern- 
ment, On the other. It will be vol- 
uNtary and purely advisory in na- 
ture, the expenses of its confer- 
ences here being paid either indi- 
vidually and by some centra lor- 
ganization, like the United States 
Chamber of Commerce. 

When establishment of such an or- 
ganization was recently forecast b 
the United News, it was explained 
that its prime purpose was not to 
lobby for or against the passage of 
any measures. but rather to have 
its services at the disposal of gov- 
ernment Officials, congressmen and 
Senators during the early discus- 
sen of ce trade measures, 

Ore their actual] d 
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articularly its services are need- 
ed, and will] be utilized, it is under- 
stood, in connection with the fram- 
ing of the administration tariff and 
tax laws, upon which there are 
widely divergent opinions, and both 
of which President Harding is un- 
derstood to wish settled on the 
basis of sound economics, rather 
than upon political expediency. 

Secretary Hoover is the sponsor 
of the new association, and will is- 
Sue the first call for a meeting, 
probably, within the course of a few 
weeks. Its advice will be utilized 
in determining how best the gOv- 
ernment may assist business and 
industry and at the same time 
withdraw its hand from “ineffective 
meddling by the government in Amer- 
ican business.” which Presidént 
Harding denounced during the cam- 
paign. In short, the new.step is 
part of Harding’s announced policy 
of having business and government 
walk arm in arm, rather than stand- 
ing at swords’ points.

Colonel George H. Ham, veteran 
official of the Canadian Pacific rall- 
road, now in Atlanta as a step over 
in his annual jaunt from Montreal, 
province of Quebec, Canada, through

Somehow, in the course of an in, 
terview with the colonel Wednesday, 
the talk became so switched to liq- 
vids that it became actually Khay- 
amish. It began with the colonel’s 
explanation of the new laws on 
liquor which are soon to go into 
effect in the province of Quebec. 

The government, on May 4, will 
take over the safe of “hard” liquors. 
That is, those with the greatest pro- 
fusion of kick units. Ales, light 
wines and beers are not affected 
by the new system. But the govern- 
ment, as was about to be said, will 
import the stiffer drinks, see that 
they are labeled correctly, mark 
each bottle with the just price for 
it, and assess a small profit to pay 
the expenses of hancling the spirits. 

A commission, composed of five 
of the leading citizens of Quebec, 
will supervise the importation and 
sale, 

Only a Quart a Day. 

The liquor-over-the-bar days have 
in Quebec and in most of 
said Colonel 
Ham, but private citizens may pur- 
chase, for their own edification, cer- 
tain amounts of liquor. The amount 
is limited, said the colonel. Very 
limited—no citizen may buy more 
than a quart a day. That is, of 
the more potent drinks. Those more 
consefVative in their application of 
potency are not regulated. 

Liquor, gaic the informant, is 
chiefly in evidence at banquets, 
which must be licensed to serve 
alcoholic drinks. Hotels may get 
a permanent license allowing them 
to serve forward marching drinks 
at their banquetries, but individual 
feasts must be individually licensed 
before conviviality gets proper as- 
sistance. 

The notable lack of drunkenness 
in the province s also remarked 
by the veteran railroads, who said 
that there was no exictement over 
the availability of whisky, people 
notaseeming particularly anxious to 
procure it, or, having procured it, 
not especially eager to dispose of 
it in stagger forming quantities. 

A price list of liquors now on sale 
in the lané up there gave the in- 
formation that a case of twelve im- 
perial quarts, each containing a reg- 
ular quart and an extra half pint, 
could be obtained for the sum of, 
listan, for the sum of $34—provided 
the liquid the purchaser desired was 
of no better quality than the best 
Scotch. 

The “Inferior” Grades. 

Of course, if the drinker were 
willing to take a terwible chance, 
and drink O’Brien’s three-star Irish, 
he could obtain it for $25 the case. 
Or, if he had sunk so far into the 
mire as to considér,the gargling of 
such vile and unworthy stuff as 
Canacian club rye, he would be 
robbed only to the extent of 23 
berries. It must be awful. 

Colonel Ham says that Quebec is 
quite popular with American tour- 
ists. There wasn’t time to ask the 
colonel why this is true, but it is 
believed that the wonderful scenery 
and the marvelous climate existing 
in that part of the North American 
continent are responsible: for the 
greater portion of the crowds who 
edge over the border line up there. 

Colonel Ham is one of the oldest 
officials Of the Canadian Pacific, 
having been with them for a nice 
number of his 76 years. When the

NARCOTIC TRADES 
ND TO WILSON 


Man Classed as Transcon- 
tinental Operator Arrest- 
ed in Atlanta by Revenue 
Officers. 


Classed by federal officials as a 
“transcontinental” narcotic trader, 
J. C. Wilson, a young white man, 
formerly of the Carolinas, and said 
to be more recently of Knoxville 
and Savannah, was held without 


bond at police station Wednesday 
night for preliminary trial this 
morning before United States Com- 
missioner W. C. Carter on four 
charges, each involving a violation 
of the Harrison anti-narcotic act. 
When arrested Wednesday after- 
noon, Officer Drautzburg stated, 
Wilson had in his possession two 
large black traveling bags, in which 
were found several complete hypo- 
dermic outfits, over 150 needles, 200 
grains of heroin, 500 grains of mor- 
phine sulphate, and a large assort~ 
ment of delicate instruments, in- 
cluding pliers, screwdrivers, 
wrenches and other articles said to 
be used in repairing needles, 
Makes Denial. 

It is believed by officials 
Wilson has disposed of a _ large 
amount of narcotics in Atlanta 
within the past two weeks. Wil- 
son denies that he has sold any, 
but admits that the drugs found in 
his possession had been bought by 
him. They were for his personal 
use,she said, He is an addict, and 
while administering a dope of mor- 
phine in his hip Wednesday after- 
noon, in the presence of officers, 
he broke a needle off in his hip. 
The piece. was removed by In- 
spector Drautzburg with the aid of 
tiny tweezers, 

One of the most serious charges 
to be made against Wilson under 
the Harrison act will be the result 
of the discovery of two blank offi- 
cial narcotic order blanks in his ef- 
fects at the hotel where he has 
stopped since coming here two 
weeks ago. Atcording to officers, 
the blanks are issued by the gov- 
ernment to physicians only, and 
thev had. apparently been stolen at 
some time from a physician who 
was properly registered with the 
revenue department. By using the 
official order blanks, jt is said, Wil- 
Son could have secured an unlimited 
amount of narcotics by merely fill- 
ing out! the order for the amount 
desired and presenting it to an 
authorized dealer with the price. 

Sold Talflor’s Wax. 

Wilson denied that the order 
blanks had been in his effects, and 
sald that the officers must have 
“got mixed up.” As a “stall.” Wil- 
son is said to have occasionally sold 
tailor’s wax, used in repairing 
clothing. About fifty packages of 
the wax were found in a grip. 
Papers taken from his pocket 
showed that he recently jJoined.a 
largé secret order in Savannah. 

Dr. George D. Case, narcotic in- 
spector, who was stationed in Sa- 
vannah for several months, recog- 
nized Wilson as being an addict to 
whom he had issued prescriptions 
while In that city.

In Wage Raises 
‘Statistics Show 


Interesting statistics have been 
given out by the feceral bureau of 
labor statistics, department of la- 
bor, in which it is shown that wage 
increases in Atlanta, between the 
years 1917 and 1920, have been 


greater in proportion than in any 


| 


other important city in the United 
States. By a system of compari- 
sons, the hourly wage, the weekly 
wage and the number of hours of 
labor are averaged. By this sys- 
tem Atlanta is shown to have had 
the following increases: wages per 
hour, 156 per cent; wages per week, 
116 per cent. Hours of labor per 


week shows a decrease of 15 per 
cent. 

Compared with twelve other 
leading cities of the United States, 
Atlanta‘ is given the top place in 
the table with reference to increase 
in wages per hour and the decrease 
in labor per hour. In the increase 
of wages, per week, however, At- 
lanta is led by Philadelphia and 
Chicago, this eity standing thirc 
in the scale with reference to this 
item. 

In arriving at the comparisons, 
the index figure 100 is chosen for 
1917 and a comparative figure named 
for 1920. By this system, Atlanta 
is shown as follows: 

Wages per hour, 256 (an Increase 
of 156 per cent); wages per week, 
216 (an increase of 116 per cent); 
hours of labor per week, 85 (a de- 
crease of 15 per cent).

There were perhaps 60 men in the 
original syndicate, headed by one 
man, undeniably under the protec- 
tion of the police. Back in 1917, 


there was the case of a farmer 
named Wynn, whd came here and 


was fleeced of $25,000—*the head- 
quarters of the crooks then being 
in the Walton building and their 
leader one Mark Tillery, who now 
abides in the Fulton county Tower.

He 
is still at large. In 1911 he was 
indicted, in company with one Amer- 
icus Lee, for the operation of the 
old Stag hotel, a notorious place. 

“Later they opened the office in 
the Fiatiron building and _ there 
they clipped one man for $101,000; 
a Mr. Madero, from Fleetwood, Pa.. 
was also robbed to the extent of

Here Mr. Boykin told léw the

“They carried Boone Kelly, one 
of the ringleaders. anc a bunch of 
paraphernalia to the station house, 
Terry and Howell assessed $26 
bond for each of fhe crap shooters 
and $100 for the. operators.

“When the cases were called, the 
game was again in progress.

FOR RESERVE BANK 


Allied Commission Noti-j 


fies Germans They Must 


Pay Billion Marks Be-' 
fore March 23. : 


London, March 17.—(By the Asso- 
Clated Press.)—Tlhie German repara- 
tions bill, providing that the levy 
of 50 per cent of German goods shall 
not be effective until March 31, pass- 
ed the committee stage in the house 
of commons early this morning 
without vital changes. 


Paris, March 16.—(By the Asso- 
Ciated Press.)\—The allied repara- 
tions commission, in -its note to 
Germany demanding’ fulfillment of 
Article 235 of the peace treaty, no- 
tified the German. government it 
must pay one billion gold marks 
before March 23, it was announced 
today. The money. must be de- 
posited in the Bank of France, 
Bank of England, or the Federal 
Reserve Bank of the United States. 

It must complete the payment of 
twenty billion gold marks by May 
first. 

The commission gave Germany 
until April 1 to submit a proposal 
to pay the balance of the twenty 
billion marks otherwise than in 
cash. Germany may submit a plan 
for a foreign loan by April 1 with 
the proceeds of which shall be pay- 
able togthe commission. The com- 
mission announced that Germany 
had virtually refused to pay the 
balance, asserting the 20,900,000,000 
marks had been fully paid. 


OFFICIALS VIEW 
OF ALLIED MOVE. 


Washington, March 16.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—Inclusion by the 
allied reparations commission of the 
American federal reserve banks as 
an optional depositary for German 
indemnity payments brought from 
treasury officials tonight the state- 
ment that the commission possibly 
had two purposes in view: 

First, to enable thé German gov- 
ernment to call upon “vast cred- 
its” which it is said to hold through 
private agents In the United States. 
Second, to employ in favor of the

No approximate estimate of the 
amount could be obtained, but offi- 
cials said the sum would run into 
many millions. This money, it 
was said, was presumed to be for 
use in Germany’s future trade, much 
of which would center in the Unit- 


ed States. 

There had been no intimation 
given the United States governnrent 
that its banking system might be 
employed as the reparations note 
forwarded to Berlin today suggest- 
ed, officials stated. The mere fact 
that this government's banks would 
serve as practically neutral terri- 
tory, so far as reparations were 
concerned, was not accepted as the 
reason for the commission’s pro- 
posal, although the reserve banks 
have acted as depositaries',for sev- 
eral foreign governments Since the 
beginning of the war. 

Foreign Funds. 

Some $30,000,000 is now held for 
foreign governments, the weekly 
statement of the feceral reserve 
board shows, and to receive a de- 
posit from Germany, although a 
technical enemy, would mean only 
the placing of that additional credit 
to the nations designated by the 
commission. 

Officials gave no explanation of 
methods employed by the Germans 
in building up their supply of funds 
in this country. It was said that 
their government has used similar 
tactics in Holland, in the Scancina- 
vian countries, and more lately in 
London,. after assurance had been 
given by the British that the de- 
posits would not be confiscated. 

In some quarters it was believed 

that allied intelligence agents had 
discovered the existence of the Ger- 
man fund here and that the com- 
mission had actee on the feeling 
that Germany would use the money 
in indemnity payments. 
The suggestion also was made 
that Germany might attempt to bor- 
row in the United States, in which 
case the shipment of gold to Eu- 
rope would react favorably on the 
exchange situation, now strongly 
against all the allied nations. No 
information has reached the treas- : 
ury, however, it was_ said, that 
would indicate that Germany had 
sought or woulé seek loans through 
private financial] houses here. 


MULHEIM-ON-RUHR 
MAY BE OCCUPIED. 
Duisburg. March 15.—(By the As-
